Minett, who said his group was 
formerly called the _Benito Muss o- 
lini Club , testified that the organiza? 
tiomwas affiliated with the Dopola'- 
voro, and that meetings of the lat- 
ter organization always were 
opened with the fascist salute. 
Minett did not identify the state 
and city officials who attended, 
other than Mayor Tobin, nor did he 
indicate when the meetings were 
held. 

Another witness, JSj jido Segre, 
former Italian consul getierah~trr 


Boston who was ousted from his 
post because of his Jewish ancestry, 
testified that the Dopolavoro in Bos- 
ton was a part of a similar organiza- 
tion in Italy established by Musso- 
lini’s Fascist party. 

Boston City Councilma n Jos eph 
1 Russo te stified that he was 'a mem- 


ber of the Dopolavoro and that he 
had attended a few meetings.
